Cripple Killed In 
Swimming Pool 


New York, Feb. 6. 

Seven juvenile delinquents, 
aged 16 to 18, faced a pos- 
sible death penalty today 
when they went on trial 
here for the premeditated 
murder of a 15-year-old 
cripple. 


‘The victim, Michael Farmer, 
who walked with crutches, 
following un attack of pollo, 
wos killed on July 30 as he was 
entering a swimming pool with 
a friend, 10-year-old Roger 
McShane, 


The two boys were attacked 
by about 20° members of o 
teenage gang, who struck them 
with wooden clubs, lead pipes 
and knives. 


Farmer, unnble: to defend 
himself, was killed on the spot 


while McShane was wounded | 


but escaped, 


A total of 18 boys were ar- 
rested but only seven wero 
charged with the murder, two 
whites, two .Negrocs, two 
Puerto Ricans and o native of 
the Dominican Republic. 


Tf they are found guilty the 
youths must bo sent to the elec- 
tric chair. New York law does 
not allow the jury to ask for 
clemency or the judge to show 
it in cases of premeditated 
murder,

POSTAGE STAMPS 


The postage stamps of Hongkong owe their origin 


to a report’ made by the Colonial Governor, | ward. 
Sir Hercules Robinson, in August, 1860, in 


which he requested 


the Colonial Office in 


London to be allowed to use British Stamps 
in the prepayment of letters. 


Adhesive postage stamps_had 
ulready been on fssue in Great 
Britain since May, 1840, but in 
reply to the Hongkong request 
the Britlsh Administration raised 
objection to their stamps being 
used and suggested that if defni- 
tive stamps for Hongkong were 
ordered there would be no 
difficulty {n getting them printed 
in London, 


A proposed design for a defini- 
tive issue was submitted to Lon- 
don and It Is interesting to note 
thant the basic design of the gcn~ 
eral issuc of Hcengkong stamps, 
in which the postage rates are 
expressed in English and Chinese 
characters, hes remained un- 
changed for 05 years. 


. FROM MACAO 


The Island of Hongkeng has 
been occupied as a British settie- 
ment since January, 1641, and 
the first recelving office for 
mails = was established in 
November of the same year. 

All posted mail was sent to the 
British postal agency in the 
neighbouring Portuguese Colony 
of Macao to await despatch on 
a vessel smiiling for Bombay, 
Calcutta or Madras, 

No postage {ees were collected 
from the senders and letters 
sent by this means werc not post- 
marked; they wero usually date- 
stamped with “ships’ letters’ 
postmarks of Bombay or other 
Judian post offices to which they 
were sent in transit, 

In April, 1843, Hongkong be- 
came a Crown Colony. and the, 
post office, which was under 
Control of the’ local authority,

Postago was in-

CONTROL

He was convicted of obtaining 
from the Wing Lung Bank, the 
Hang Seng Bank and Mr J. A. 
dc V. Soares credits and cheques 
totalling, US$74,000 by’ protend- 
Ing that ao total. of 11 cheques 
drawn on the United Chinese 
Bank, Ltd, and produced on 
April 2 and 3 were valid orders 
for the payment of ditogcther 
HK$450,000. 

The anpellant was represented 
by Mr H. L. Hu, Instructed by 
Mr J. lL. Lynn, of P, L, Lam 
and Co. : 

Mr D: E. Greenfield, Crown 
Counsel, appeared for the 
Crown, assisted by Detective 
Inspector R, E, Quine. 

The grounds of oppeal were 
that the Trial Judge had wrong~ 
fully or insufiicicntly dirceted, 
the Jury with regard to the 
matter of law and the evidence, 
the Judge had not adequately 
put the cnso of the defence to 
the Jury; that the effect of the 
summing-up was such that oa 
substantial miscarriage of justice 
hod occurred; and that tho 
verdict could not bo supported, 
hoving regard to tho evidence 
and should be sot aside. 

Giving his address in reply_to 
that by Mr Hu yesterday, Mr 
Greenfield submitted that there 
was evidence that when Mr 
Soares first met Ip, tho latter 
asked if he could remit moncy 
on his behalf to America, and 
Mr Soares hod agreed. 

Crown Counsel sald there had 
been evidence that Mr Soares 
subsequently arranged for sums 
of moncy to be transferred to 
his bank in the United States on 
Ip'a behalf. 

Mr Soares had testlfed that 
he sent written instructions to 
his bank:in New York in this 
regara There was no cross- 
examination by the defence on 
this point. .
